Much has been written inrihe press and magazines re 
garding Samuel Gompers, late president of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor.

descriptions and orators have paid him tribute, but re­ 
cently his will was filed for probate, and in that instru­ 
ment is contained a provisions which, in the opinion of 
The Daily, gives a deeper insight into the character of 
the man than have all of the w ritten and spoken eulo­

and strength, through lean years and prosperous ones.
